2. Inventions I, II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if 
they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention III has separate 
utility such as estimating spectral reflectance in computer image editing systems other 
than those used in the camera such as disclosed in inventions I and II. Invention II has 
separate utility such as taking a picture with multiple cameras without the use of the 
separate filters or illumination sources of invention I, and without the use of a spectral 
reflectance estimating method or system of invention III. See MPEP § 806.05(d).
